who graduated in 1924 will leave

Clark Denies 
FBI Chief 


Washington, June '15 — OP) —At- 
torney General Clark today 
de- 


scribed as "ridiculous" a report 
that .J. Edgar Hoover had resigned 
as FBI chief. 


Clark made this comment to a 
reporter on a copyright story pub- 
lished in the Washington Times- 
Herald. The newspaper said Hoo- 
ver had resigned in a hot row with 
Clark after protesting against the 
attorney general's decision to let 
secret FBI reports be used in Ju- 
dith Coplon's espionage trial here. 


Asked aboiit the story 
in 
the 
Times Herald, Clark declared: 


"I am amazed that a reputable 
newspaper 
would 
go 
to 
such 


lengths as to conjure up a story 
like that." 


Officials caialifiecl to speak for 
the Times-Herald were not 
im- 
mediately available. 


A few minutes 
earlier, 
press 
Secretary Charles G. Ross 
was 


asked by White House reporters if 
he had any comment on-the report. 
"It certainly is 
news 
to 
the 


White House," he said, "and I use 
the word news in the very broad- 
est sense."

"controversy," 
Ross replied

Prior to Clark's and Ross' com- 
ment there had been no public 
word on the resignation report. 


Hoover himself was unavailable. 
The FBI had met all insuiries with 
a crisp "no'comment:" 
Clark went into ,a huddle with

whether to issue a formal state- 
ment on the resignation report or 
ignore it, since it was related to 
There was no formal statement 
after the meeting broke up.

Probers to 
Take Look at 
Textbooks 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, June 15 —(/P)— In its 
search for communism and Com- 
munist influence the 
house un- 
American activities committee 
is 
now going into the field of educa- 
tion. 


The committee 
p i c k e d 
at 
random about 100 schools, big and 
small, and asked for a list of their 
textbooks in general use. 


What caused 
this? The main- 
spring was a petition from the Sons 
of the American Revolution, which 
claims 20,000 members who 
had 
ancestors serving this country in 
revolutionary war days. 
The organization had a conven- 


tion in Florida last month and ap- 
ready have contested the move 
petition to the un-American activi- 
ties committee, asking for an in- 
vestigation of school textbooks. 


A number of top educators 
al- 
ready have qcotested 
the 
move 
taken by the committee 
but the 


chairman, Rep. 
Woods, 
Georgia 
Democrat, says: 


For a couple of years the com- 
mittee has been 
receiving 
com- 


plaints that some of this country's 
school books are slanted in favor 
of Russia. From whom did those 
complaints come? From 
parents, 
children and others. 


So, Rep. Wood says, when the 


petition came from the sons of the 
American revolution, the commit- 
tee decided to act and sent out 
its letter asking for the names 'of 
the textbooks used. 
The committee needs only 
the 
names, for it can get copies of all 
the books listed from the nearby 
library of congress, 
Wood says. 
But who'll check the books, looking 
for Communist propaganda? 
Wood says that can be done by 


the staff of about 35 people 
who 


do research for the committee and 
put together the various pamphlets 
on communism issued by the com- 
mittee. 
Rep. Nixon, California Republi- 


can and a member of the commit- 
tee, explains that this is only a 
check and that if it turns up some- 
thing 
the 
committee 
con- 
siders worth investigating, it will 
then investigate. 


The petition from the Sons 
of 
the American Revolution says 
in 
part: 


"This is an appeal to the Con- 
gress of the United States in the 
form of a constitutional petition for 
redress of grievances. It is main- 
tained to support an investigation 
of conditions threatening the 
na- 
tional security. . . 


"We arc confronted with a sub- 
versive textbook problem, national 
in scope. It is part of an interstate 
traffic in propaganda originating 
from Communist front 
organiza- 


tions and other pressure groups 
"The public schools are 
being 
dominated by a group of so-called 
"progressive" 
educators in 
the 
schools of education of our leading 
universities. Propaganda originat- 
ing from that source is being intro- 
duced iu high schools and even in 
the elementary grades. Much of 
this material is slanted to 
favor 


socialism and communism.

Bonds Becomes 
Czar of School 
Financing 


Litle Rock, June 13 — (M —State 


Education C o mmissioner 
A. B. 


Bonds, Jr., today became the czar 
of Arkansas school district finan- 
cing. 


He was authorized by the state 


board of education to review each 
sale of school district bonds and 
"to determine if the school district 
has obtained a fair and equitable 
price for the bonds sold or to be 
sold." 


Meeting here today, 
the 
state 


board said that to finance needed 
construction, local school districts 
will float more than $7,000,000 of 
bbnds in the next few months. 


It adopted a resolution recom- 


mending to local districts that if 
presale contracts are made, 
as 


many bond brokers as possible be 
invited to "interest themselves in 
the sale;" that adequate notice of 
the time and place of the sale be 
given; and that a prospectus of the 
issue be furnished the state board.

Sheridan, Wyo., June 14 —(/P) — 


The big air war to head off a new 
grasshopper plague started today 
on the ranges 
of Wyoming 
and 
Montana. 


From five 
bases, 
poison-laden 
planes were taking off on the first 


grasshopper concentration 
places. 


They pinpointed on county maps 


;he areas where the 'hopper popu- 
ation was "critical" — where 30 
,o 200 could be counted in a square 
rd. 
New poisons — chloradane and 
toxaphene — concealed in a bran 
the 
grasshoppers 
like 
will be 
spread over these areas by planes. 
These insecticides are 
so 
lethal 
only four tenths of one ounce in 
five pounds of bran will cover an 
acre. The USDA expects 
a 
99 
per cent kill. 


The range 'hoppers are 
about 
half-grown now. If left to live jthey 
would sprout wings in 10 days' and 
:ake 
off in swarms to 
devastate 
cropland over a tremendous area. 
By the last of July, they would 
lay their eggs — at least 100 for 
each female—and set the stage for 
a 
terrible new generation that 
could very likely turn the grain 


On the cattle and sheep ranges, 
Ivorson figures that 30 grasshop- 
pers to the 
yard 
will 
eat 350 


pounds of forage off each 
acre. 
That's more than half of what the 


ranches around here 
expect 
an 
acre to produce in good times. 


It doesn't leave enough for the 
livestock. The only alternative — 
except getting rid of the 'hoppers 
—is to ship the stock to pastures 
in other states 
or to 
slaughter- 
houses.
